ROSH HANIKRA - The South 
Lebanese Amny yesterday accused 
Irish Unifil troops of continuing to 
cooperate with terrorists engaged in 
hostile acts against SLA and IDF 
troops inside the security zone in 
South Lebanon. 

Senior SLA sources said they had 
proof that Irish treops deployed in 
the central sector of the zone, near 
the village of Barashit. had given 
protection to two gunmen wounded 
in a clash with IDF troops near the 
border of the zone in the early hours 
of Tuesday morning. The allega- 
tions were categoricaliy denied by 
Unifil. 

The sources alleged that it was not 
the first time Irish Unifil troops in 
that region had assisted terrorists io 
escape beyond the northern border 
of the zone. 

Unifil spokesman Timur Gokse! 
stressed that on Tuesday. nobody 
bad appreashed a Unifii cesition or 
troops in the area for assistance. 

Unifil sources, however. noted 
that Irish troops in the same area 
had given medical assistance to an 
SLA soldier who was wounded on 
Saturday in a roadside bomb blast 
that claimed the lives of two other 
SLA soldiezs. 

The sources said Unifil was aware 
that certain SLA officers were ob- 
sessed with the (mistaken) belief 
that Unifil troops were helping gun- 
men to escape from the zone. “This 
matter has been raised frequently 
and we are getting tired of these 
baseless allegations,” said a source. 


U.S. and Soviets 
try to unblock 
arms ban log-jam 


GENEVA, (AP) - The U.S. and 
Soviet Union began ἃ diplomatic ef- 
fort yesterday to clear up a dispute 
over anti-cheating measures in their 
nuclear missile-ban treaty that 
threatens U.S. Senate ratification of 
the pact. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and a Soviet spokesman ex- 
pressed optimism the dispute could 
be resolved during two days of talks 
between Shuitz and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze. 

But Shultz acknowledged he 
could not guarantee Senate approv- 
al of the treaty before President 
Reagan holds a fourth summit meet- 
ing in Moscow with Kremlin leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev later this 
month.

Egypt presents new plan 
to break Taba deadlock 


MADRID -- A senior Egyptian offi- 
cial. Mustafa Khalil. yesterday pre- 
sented new proposals in an attempt 
to break the deadlock in the dispute 
with Israel over the Taba issue. 

In ἃ meeting with Foreign Minis- 
tes Shimon Peres. who is here for 
the Socialist Intemational Council. 
Kobali] said that the proposals were a 
further atemo: at reaching 2 com- 
Promise sciutio:. Rael. vice presi- 
δας of the ruling party in Egypt. 
brought the proposals in the name 
of Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Peres replied that the Israel gov- 
ermmenr would study the proposals 
carefully. The contents of the new 
Egyptian offer have been cabled to 
the Prime Minister's Office in 
Jerusalem. 

Israeli officials here said that the 
new Egyptian proposals were simi- 
lar to ideas raised earlier in the ne- 
gotiations. calling for Egyptian sov- 
ereignty over Taba and a right for 
Israel to use the tourist facilities in 
the disputed strip of land. They said 
that the proposals represented an 
attempt by Egypt to show more 
flexibility. 

Peres met here yesterday for 3 
second time with Alexander Zotov, 
a Soviet observer at the Socialist 
International Council meeting. 
Both Peres and Zotov said after the 
meeting that the contacts between 
the two governments would contin- 
ue. 
Tn a speech before the council 
meeting. Peres reported on the 
meetings with Zotov and said that 
the Soviets were showing some but 
not enough flexibility. Zotov. who 
attended the meeting, shook his 
bead, apparently signalling his dis- 
agreement. but he did not elabo- 
rate. 


Peres said yesterdav that Soviet 
officials liad told him Moscow could 
discuss re-establishing diplomatic 
relations with Israel following an 
agreement on a Middle East peace 
conference. 

A draft resolution on the Middle 
East is expected to be ggreed upon 
at the Council meeting today or ta- 
morrow. The document states that 
the Palestinian apaising hud teen 
ceused by frustration and wes abe 
the result of unbearable conditions 
in the Israeli-occupied territories. 

It further calls for an {nternation- 
al Pesce Conference based on Secu- 
rity Council Resolution 242. the se- 
curity of the existing states in the 
region and the rights of the Palestin- 
ἰδῆς to self determination. 

Peres, facing sharp criticism from 
fellow socialists over Israels han- 
dling of the five-month uprising in 
the territories, said the two key is- 
sues for peace were the rights of the 
Palestinians and Israel's right to se- 
curity. 

“Do not forget one of the two if 
you are ready to extend a helping 
hand,” he told the leaders at the 
meeting. “Palestinians, and you 
must understand that there is a big 
security problem concerning Israel. 
{t is not an invention or a pretext.” 

Conference sources said there 
had been sharp discussions behind 
closed doors as the Socialist Interna- 
tional’s Middle East committee. 
which includes Palestinians, tried to 
draft a resolution on the situation in 
the region. Former Italian Prime 
Minister Bettino Craxi told the 
meeting that Israel could not occupy 
Arab territories with impunity.

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Dukakis marches closer to 
Democratic nommation 


CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(Reuter) — Michael Dukakis has 
swept two more primaries on his 
Democratic presidential nomination 
march arid oew signs that Demo- 
crats ‘who defected to President 
Reagan in 1984 may return to the 
party in the November election. 
AS expected, the Massachusetts 
governor won landslide victories 
over his remaining rival. black civil 
rights leader Jesse Jackson, in West 
Virginia and Nebraska on Tuesday. 
He swept West Virginia with 79 per 
cent of the vote to Jackson's 13 per 
cent. In Nebraska, Dukakis beat 
him 65 to 24 per cent. With those 
wins, Dukakis was three-fourths of 
the way towards the 2,081 delegates 
needed to win the nomination at the 
party convention starting July 18. 
Polling interviews with voters 
during Tuesday's primaries suggest- 
ed 25 per cent of Democrats who 
voted for Reagan four years ago 
would now vote for Dukakis instead 
of Vice President George Bush, the 
certain Republican nominee. “This 
is another major step to the nomina- 


tion,” Dukakis told a New York 
news conference. 

He said his goal now was to wrap 
up the nomination by winning large 
primaries in Califorma and New Jer- 
sey on June 7. 

Dukakis won nearly all of the 62 
delegates at stake on Tuesday, and 
NBC News said he was leading Jack- 
son 1,570 to 949 in the delegate 
race. 

Bush, who has won the 1.139 del- 
egates required for the Republican 
nomination, faced no active opposi- 
tion and easily won in the West Vir- 
ginia and Nebraska contests. But in 
Nebraska, Republicans still cast 
about 20 per cent of the vote to 
Senate minority leader Robert 
Dole, a neighbour from Kansas who 
dropped from the Republican race 
six weeks ago. 

Dukakis and Jackson are concen- 
trating on the five remaining major 
contests ahead, concluding with pri- 
maries in California, New Jersey, 
Montana and New Mexico on June 
7. Oregon holds its primary next 
Tuesday. 


Polish gov’t wins new powers

WARSAW - Poland's Communist 
government won sweeping powers 
yesterday to push through economic 
reforms and ban unofficial work 
stoppages after a strike wave led by 
the banned Solidarity union col- 
lapsed. 

The Sejm (parliament) voted 352- 
0 with eight abstentions to pass a 
special powers act enabling the gov- 
ernment of General Wojciech Jaru- 
zelski to freeze prices and wages. lay 
off workers and sack managers untl 
the end of the year. 

The act limits protests against its 
implementation by banning workers 
from starting labour disputes with- 
out approval from the official trade 
union federations, which have never 
gone on strike.

Guatemalan army says

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) -- The 
army announced yesterday it has 
quashed an attempt by disgruntled 
officers and men in two military 
bases to topple President Vinicio 
Cerezo's civilian government. 

A statement issued by the De- 
fence Ministry confirmed the coup 
had been attempted. but gave no 
details. 

The statement said Gen. Hector 
Alejandro Gramajo, the defence 
minister, would provide more infor- 
mation later yesterday.

in New Caledonia 


NOUMEA, New Caledonia (AP) -- 
The main New Caledonian separatist 
group yesterday accused French 
forces of murdering at least three 
people. including an innocent tea 
carrier, as they stormed a remote 
cave in this Pacific territory to free 
23 hostages last week. 

The Kanak Socialist National Lib- 
eration Front (FLNKS) showed re- 
Porters videotaped testimonies of 
four Melanesians allegedly present 
during the cave assault on the island 
of Ouvea, where 22 gendarmes and 
an assistant prosecutor were being 
held. 5 

Nineteen Melanesian separatists 
and two gendarmes were killed in the 
assault. 

The deaths brought to more than 
50 the number killed in sporadic vio- 
lence pitting the independence-seek- 
ing FLNKS, which claims to repre- 
sent most of the native Melanesian 
population, and the European. 
Asian and Polynesian residents who 
generally oppose independence. 

The four unidentified witnesses on 
videotape claimed to have gone to the 
cave with rations for the captors and 
captives. They said the assault squad 
shot the presumed leader of the cap- 
tors, Alphonse Dianou, after he 
came out of hiding with about nine 
food carriers. They were all lying on 
the ground when they were shot. 

A member of the attack team then 
called Waina Amoussa, a tea carrier, 
to stand up, and shot him from a 
distance of 15 metres, saying he was 
trying to escape. the witnesses 
claimed. Vinceslaw Lavellois, anoth- 
er hostage holder, was called from 
the cave and shot, according to the 
videotaped accounts. 

The FLNKS claimed that three 
separatists whose bodies were found 
around the cave the following day 
had also probably been murdered. 

Reports accusing the assault 
squad of murder have surfaced over 
the past few days in the French 
press.The authorities have denied 
the allegations. 


Danish premier

COPENHAGEN (Reuter) - Den- 
mark's Conservative Prime Minister 
Poul Schlueter resigned yesterday 
following an indecisive general elec- 
tion, but seemed set to return at the 
head of a strongly pro-Nato centre- 
right coalition. 

Schlueter handed what he called a 
“temporary resignation” to Queen 
Margrethe. His minority coalition 
government held on to its shart of 
70 seats in the 179-seat parliamenit in 
Tuesday's election but still fell short 
of a majority. ᾿ 

Leaders of the eight parties re- 
tumed to parliament will now hold 
talks to seek a basis for political 
cooperation. Most of them are then 
widely expected to ask Schlueter to 
head negotiations for a new coali- 
tion government.

Hussein invites Egypt to Arab League summit

King Hussein has issued a call for Egypt to 
participate in next month's Arab League sum- 
mit, a move that could confound the agenda of 
radical Arab states who want the summit to 
focus only on the Palestinian uprising in the 
tertitories. " 

Although it is doubtful Egypt will actually 
attend the Algiers meeting, just raising the 
controversial issue could steal the limelight 
away from Syriao-led radicals and blunt their 
momentum at the summit, Israeli analysts say. 

Hussein's call for Egyptian participation 
came in an interview on Monday with Agence 
France Presse. In the interview, Hussein also 
called for the creation of a pan-Arab army, 
and linked the need for a pan-Arab force to 
the seven-and-a-half-year Lran-Iraq war. 

Hussein's proposal for a pan-Arab military 
force also puts Syria in a delicate position 
since Syria is non-Arab Iran's staunchest sup-" 
porte- in the Gulf War. 

Hussein said he became convinced of the 
feasibility of the pan-Arab force following the 
emergency Arab League summit he hosted in 
Amman last November. : : 

Hussein was the star of the Amman summit, 
leading a bloc of moderate Arab states, who 
individually renewed diplomatic ties with 
Egypt and condemned [ran for its role in the 
Gulf war — to the dismay of Syria. 

This time around, Syna is trying to put 
together a radical Arab front of Libya, Alge- 
ria and the PLO for the summit. 


Syria’s recent reconciliation with PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat, and the winding down of the 
Gulf War puts Assad in a prime position to 
play broker at the summit, ccompared to the 
Amman meeting where he was very much the 
outsider.

Assad initially 
fought the moderates’ proposal to allow indi- 
vidual states to renew diplomatic ties with 
Cairo, but ultimately was forced to concede to 
the pro-Egypt momentum. Likewise, when 
Assad reconciled with the PLO last month, he 
did not demand that the organization break 
ties with Cairo. 

Now, Hussein’s call on Egypt to attend the 
upcoming summit may be an effort to push 
Syria one step further, said Ami Ayalon, a 
researcher at Tel Aviy University's Dayan 
Centre. 

But Hussein must be cautious, because be 
doesn’t want to sacrifice the “reasonable” re- 
lationship he currently has with Damascus. 
Ayalon added. He sees Hussein's invitation to 
Cairo as more “pro-Egypt than anti-Syria,” 

Hussein’s proposal for a pan-Arab force 
seems to be another pre-summit move de- 
Signed to portray Hussein, rather than Syria, 
as the leader of the Arab nationalist camp. 

Hussein said he would be willing to enlist 
“one-third or half” of Jordan’s armed forces 
into such a pan-Arab force, capable of defend- 
ing all Arab states.

“The United States is moving again at pre- 
sent, but what such moves are going to achieve 
for the region, I don't precisely know ... the 
Soviet attitude is closer to the Arab attitude.”

The vast majority of American 
Jews accept the radical step taken by 
the Reform movement in accepting 
the alternative of “patrilineal de- 
scent” for children of mixed mar- 
riages, according to a survey recent- 
ly published by the American Jewish 
Comunittee. 

In 1983, the Reform rabbinate an- 
nounced that the children of mixed 
marriages could be re ized as 
Jews. if either the mother or father 
was Jewish. But the children would 
be recognized only if they per- 
formed positive acts of identifica- 
tion with Judaism and the Jewish 
people. 

Traditional Jewish law, which is 
followed on this point by the Ortho- 
dox and the Conservative move- 
ment, states that Jewish descent is 
traced only through the mother. Ina 
mixed couple where the father is 
Jewish and the mother is not, Or- 
thodox and Conservative rabbis 
would not recognize the children as

Jews unless they converted. 

The survey was conducted in 1986 
by Prof. Steven M. Cohen of 
Queens College. Given the deep 
concern expressed by rabbis and 
Jewish leaders about ἃ major split in 
the Jewish people over the issue of 
patrilineal descent, he expected to 
find similar sentiments among the 
Jewish laity. 

He found, however, that close to 
90 per cent of American Jews have 
accepted patrilineal descent in one 
way or another. Only about 11 per 
cent were upset with Reform rabbis 


for introducing this change, and also 
said that they would be upset if their 
children married a “patrilineal Jew” 
-- that is, a child of a Jewish father 
and a non-Jewish mother who was 
aot converted. 

Almost all the Orthodox surveyed 
predictably expressed strong oppo- 
sition to patrilineal descent. But 
among Conservative Jews, only 11 
per cent were both against the Re- 
form decision and opposed to their 
children marrying “patrilineal 
Jews.” About 45 per cent of the 
Conservatives polled said that they 


would not be upset if their children 
married a “patrilineal Jew.” 

In the entire sample, 42 per cent 
said that they would be upset if their 
child married a non-Jew, and only 
21 per cent said they would be upset 
if their child married a “patrilineal 
Jew.” ᾿ 

He said that the patrilineal issue is 
of greatest concern to the 
Orthodox and to observant Con- 
servative Jews, who form about 10 
per cent of American Jews. They 
adhere to the traditional definition 
of Who is a Jew, but have many 
social, family and organizational ties 
with Jews who accept the Reform 
definition. 

The ultra-Orthodox are clearly 
opposed to patrilineal descent, but 
have few connections with non-ob- 
servant Jews of any kind. Most of 
the ultra-Orthodox would thus not 
face situations where they would be 
forced to make distinctions between 
Jews on the basis of patrilineal de- 
scent.

ROME - A Vatican official ex- 
pressed surprise here yesterday at 
charges by Chief Rabbi Elio Toaff 
that the Vatican was furthering anti- 
Semitism by allowing anti-Semitic 
sentiments to be expressed in Cath- 

olic publications. 

The comments, by Fr. Giovanni 
d'Ercole, an official of the Vatican 
Press Service, came in response to 
an interview with Toaff, published 
in Yediot Aharonot. 

Toaff was quoted as saying that 
the Italian media in general did not 
know how to differentiate between 
Jews and Israel and their reports on 
Israel often contained anti-Semitic 
nuances. 

Although d’Ercole refrained from 
specifically disassociating the Vati- 
can from anti-Semitic comments 
which have appeared recently in the 
Catholic press, he flatly rejected 


that the Vatican could be behind 
such views. The Vatican view op- 
posing anti-Semitism was well docu- 
mented, he said, and Toaff himself 
had had close contacts with the Holy 
See following the pope's visit to the 
Rome synagogue. 

The Vatican official, who was 
speaking to journalists at the Vati- 
can Press Office, added that as 
Toaff himself had said. public opin- 
jon often confused Jews and the 
state of Israel and world public opin- 
ion was particularly attentive to the 
Palestine problem in the wake of the 
situation in the occupied territories. 

He added that even in Italy, many 
Jews had expressed their differences 
with Israeli policy. Tullia Zevi, 
chairwoman of the Association of 
Jewish Communities in Italy, said 
last night that the increase in anti- 
Semitism which with Leba- 
non war was not limited to Catho- 
lics.

“The idea that there is some ne- 
gotiating device that will bring peace 
to the Middle East in the American 
sense, as an absence of tensions, is 
totally unrealistic in light of Middle 
East reality,” Kissinger told guests 
at a fundraiser for the American 
Jewish Committee.

‘It’s important that I came now’ to accept 
1978 Wolf Prize, says Soviet mathematician

Soviet mathematician and biolo- 
gist Izrail Gelfand will receive the 
‘Wolf Prize in mathematics today, 10 
years late, from President Herzog in 
the Knesset. 

Twelve recipients will also be at 
the Knesset to receive this year's 
prizes, valued at $ 50,000 dollars 
each. 


Comparing the Wolf Prize to the 
Nobel Prize in prestige, Gelfand 
said: “It is very important for a state 
like Israel to be associated with a 
prize considered so important by the 
international community.” 

Gelfand, who is editor of the well- 
imown Soviet journal Furctional 
Analysis and an honourary member 
of the Soviet Academy of Sciences, 
explained that “since there is no No- 
bel Prize in mathematics, the Wolf 
Prize fills ἃ need.” 

Gelfand was awarded the Wolf 
Prize in 1978 for his contribution to 
the many areas of mathematics and 
its applications, but was unable to 
visit Israel until! now to receive it. 

He refused to say why he was not 
Permitted to come to Israel at the 
time. insisting that “the only impor- 
tant thing is that I was able to come 
now.” 

Gelfand arrived on his first visit to 
Israel yesterday and spent the day 


meeting with journalists and ‘well- 
wishers. 

Despite his “special feeling for 
Israel," Gelfand disavowed any 
connection to the Zionist movement 
in the Soviet Union. saying “I am 
not a political man.” 

Measuring his words carefully, 
Gelfand said that’ the situation of 
Jewish scientists in Russia “is im- 
proving” under Gorbachev. “If 
things contique in the direction they 
are headed. I think we will be fine.” 
he said. “The Soviet Union faces 


very difficult questions, and what we 
need to solve them more than any- 
thing is time.” ᾿ 

Gelfand will also be receiving the 
prizes awarded to two fellow Soviet 
mathematicians ~ the late Andrei 
Kolmogorov, who won it in 1980. 
and Mark Krein, who won it in 
1982, but is seriously ill and was 
unable to come. 

The Wolf foundation was estab- 
lished in 1975 by the late Dr. Ricar- 
do Wolf, a chemist and diplomat 
who died in Herzliya in 1981. Prizes 
are awarded in chemistry. physics. 
mathematics, medicine, agriculture 
and the arts.

Call for legislation

Every time you watch a rented 
video tape at home or listen to aa 
album you've taped yourself, you're 
ripping off authors, script-writers 
and composers, according to the 
chairman of the legal committee of 
Cisac, the International Conference 
of Societies of Authors and 
Composers. 

“There's been a dramatic drop in 
record and video-tape sales in every 
country because of video rentals and 
home-copying of records and cas- 
settes,” says Victor Hazan. a Tel 
Aviv lawyer. “And since very few 
writers aud composers can make a 
living from their rights — except 
maybe in the U.S. -- legislation is 
needed to pay them for the use of 
their creations.” 

To discuss this and other current 
issues in copyright law, Cisac’s legal 
committee convened in Jerusalem 
this week for a three-day conference 
that ended yesterday. Attending the 
meet were 32 jurists from 18 coun- 
tries, including the Soviet Union, 
‘Poland, and. Hi

he British Parlia- 
ment that fails to compensate writ- 
ers and composers for private 
copying of their works. Hazan noted 
that Portugal, Austria, Hungary, 
the Scandinavian countries, France 
and West Germany all have laws 
that grant authors and composers a 
percentage of profits from the sale 
of biank cassettes. Both the Canadi- 
an and U.S. legislatures are now 
considering similar legislation. 

In West Germany, where the law 
even gives authors and composers a 
percentage from revenue from the 
sale of recording equipment, 
DM 93,000,000 (NIS 99,999,990m.} 
were collected last year. 

Hazan also argues for the recogni- 
tion of “rental rights” that will en- 
able authors and composers to col- 
lect royalties from the borrowing of 
their works. Laws recognizing such 
a right -- so far only West Germany 
has one — would require fee pay- 
ments by video-tape and compact 
disc rental shops (the latter have 
Sprung up in Japan, West Germany 
and Britain).

Busy first month for 


Moslem religious 
court in Jerusalem

In the first month of its operation, 
the Jerusalem Shari'a (Moslem reli~ 
gious) court, which was formally in- 
augurated only yesterday, handled 
more cases — 60 -- than the four other 
other Skari’a courts in Israel. 

Dr. Nissim Dana. director of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry Depart- 
ment for Non-Jewish Communities, 
said at the inauguration ceremony 
that until now, Jerusalem Moslems 
with cases for an Israeli Shari’a 
court, have had to go to Jaffa. 

The new court mostly hears cases 
regarding East Jerusalem residents, 
who often tum simultaneously to 
the religious court in East Jerusa- 
lem. In many instances, however, 
Israeli government agencies will not 
recognize the decisions of the East 
Jerusalem court in matters such as 
welfare payments and travel docu- 
ments. 

The new court is presided over by 
the kadi of Jerusalem, Sheikh Zaki 
Madiaj of Kafr Kara, near Netanya. 
Madlaj thanked the government for 
being attentive to the needs of East 
oe Ἢ πὶ residents.

Road repair work snarled in bureaucracy

The segment of road No. 40 be- 
tween Ben-Gurion and Hod 
Harsharon is not listed as one of the 
infamous “red roads," but it is one 
of the most congested and danger- 
ous stretches of asphalt in the cour- 
try, with the highest accident rate of 
any two-lane road. 

‘Three years ago, the State Comp- 
troller recommended that the two 
alternate roads, both of which were 
“red roads,” be improved to relieve 
the pressure on No. 40 in order to 
make significant changes to improve 
safety there. The work on one road 
was completed last year while plans 
for the other are still on the drawing 
board. ; 

Meanwhile, selective mainte-

‘Works Department (Ma‘atz) on No. 
40 from 1983-1985 had minimal ef- 
fect. The number of ogee hag 
the stretch dropped only sii . to 
290 between 1983-1986 from 309 
during 1979-1982. ; 

With a 50 per cent growth in the 
number of cars in the country from 
1980 to 1986, it is no wonder that 
such treatment failed to solve our 
road safety problems. Then again, 
after reading the State Comptrol- 
ler’s recent report on roads, it is no 
wonder that the country’s road net- 
work grew only 3 per cent in length 
and 8 per cent in area during the 
same six-year period. 

‘What went wrong? What didn’t! 
And the fact that there were several 
culprits was indicative of the prob- 
tem: Road building and road safety 
is “administered” by too many bod- 
ies which are not properly 


coordinated. 

Transport Ministry is nomi- 
nally the guardian of the country’s 
roads, but when all factors are taken 
into account, three other ministries 
are involved: Housing and Con- 
struction, which oversees Ma‘atz; 
Interior, which oversees the local 
authorities; and the National Police. 
Then there are educational groups 
like the National Council for the 
Prevention of Accidents. 

In analyzing the problem, the 
Comptrolier tried to untangle the 
web of administrative neglect, that, 
were the results not so tragic, the 
situation might be humorous. The 
nation's roads were witness to 493 
deaths by accidents last year — an 
18.8 per cent increase and the sec-

ond consecutive year that the figures 
rose dramatically. All this came at 
an estimated annual cost to the 
economy of $350 million. 

The Comptroller found several 
instances in which the ated car- 
nage on the roads received urgent 
lip service but little or no action: 

Faced with alarming increases 
in road accidents in 1986 and 1987, 
the government called a special 
meeting last August and decided to 
appoint a Knesset committee to in- 
vestigate the issue and to present 
recommendations on bow to improve 
policy and budgeting in the ‘‘war” 
against road accidents.

(J In terms of enforcement, the 
Comptroller found that the police 
were under-staffed by 13 per cent. 
The shortage was mainly in the 
field, namely traffic patrolmen and 
inspectors. Automatic detection de- 
vices less than effective, the 
Comptroller noted, pointing out 
that 70 per cent of the photographs 
taken by cameras at intersections 
were unusable for various reasons.

Inept handling of 
new Haifa terminal

The public image of can-do effi- 
ciency the Ports Authority has suc- 
cessfully cultivated is somewhat de- 
flated by the State Comptroller's 
intimate scrutiny. 

Concentrating mainly on the 
authority’s show piece, the NIS 210 
million container terminal in Haifa 
port that took 15 years to build, 
Starting with the reclamation of the 
land from the sea, the Comptroller 
found it “a premature invesonent of 
huge sums that is unlikely to be fully 
utilized before the end of the centu- 
ty.” The authority on the contrary 
claims that its clients, the importers 
and exporters, actually demand 
more capacity to keep the foreign 
trade flowing smoothly. 

Nonetheless, the Comptroller 
pointed out that the authority's fore- 
cast for the terminal's required ca- 
pacity - 320,006 containers in 1983, 
when the terminal was due to be 


completed — was way off the mark 


on two counts. The facility was fin- 
ished, in fact, in 1986 and is unlikely 
to need the capacity its now has until 
the year 2000. The report also hauled 
the authority over the coals for the 
faulty planning and execution of the 
capital-intensive project. 

There were lengthy delays in the 
execution as well as settling the bills 
with the contractor that entailed 
considerable interest payments; the 
sea wail built to support the re-

But perhaps the hardest blow of 
all to the progressive image of the 
authority was its mishandling of the 
planned computerized automation 
of the terminal. Employees were 
sent abroad for training and “not 
small” sums were invested on the 
electronic infrastructure, before the 
plans were finally abandoned in fa- 
vour of only partial computeriza- 

-tion. A fot of money was washed 
into the sea, including 147,000 
Deutschmarks to the West German 
crane manufacturers for fitting the 
cranes with computerized equip- 
ment, which remains unused. 

Why? Because an economic 
study, made only in 1985 finally 
showed that the expected advan- 
tages from the $3.4 million comput- 

erization, in saving of manpower 

ships and truck-waiting time and so 
forth would not only not cover the 
costs of installation and mainte- 
nance but until the year 2000 would 
actuafly cause a million doflar loss. 

The authority did attempt to re- 
cover $700,000 from the planners 
for faulty work “‘but as it was doubt- 
ful the full compensation for the 
losses caused could be obtained, the 
authority compromised on 


$128,000.” 

“The Comptroller believes that 

before the authority decided on the 
terminal (with the approval of the 
Ministries of Finance and Trans- 
port) it should have explored all the 
possibilities for the full utilization of 
existing handling capacity in Haifa 
and Ashdod.” 
After the thumbs down the 
Comptroller gave to the big project, 
the criticism.of other aspects of the 
authority's operations pales in com- 
parison though it is quite 
substantial. 

The Comptrolier found plenty to 
score in the maintenance of han- 
dling equipment. Inventories of 
spare parts were poorly managed 
leading to simultaneous surpluses 
and shortages, while equipment was 
scrapped not according to its condi- 
tion but age. while broken-down 
equipment spent days on end stand- 
ing around in the repair shops while 
the work on the quays was ham- 


The supervision of equipment 
control in Haifa and Ashdod “is ran~ 
dom, and the [necessary] systematic 
overseeing has not yet been 
started.” 

The Comptroller urged the au- 
thority to act immediately to correct 
the shortcomings uncovered, intro- 
duce uniform inventory control in 
order to make cooperation between

The report also criticized some of 
the adminstration’s activities, saying 
that it should compile an annual re- 
port on commissioned studies, and 
that its roadside car inspections 
were insignificant since they had 
staff enough to check only 5.200, or 
about 0.6 per cent of the nation’s 
total. 

The lack of priorities, coordina- 
tion or control that beset the road 
safety establishment combined to 
diminish the effectiveness of rela- 
tively small budgets devoted to the 


issue. 

The Transport Ministry speut 
only NIS 5.7m. in 1986 and NIS 8m. 
in 1987 on road safety projects in 
Cities, sums which, according to the 
Comptroller. were low considering 
the high incidence of accidents there 
and the growth in the aumber of 


cars. 

Similarly, Ma’atz did not spend 
enough to counter the deteriorating 
condition of inter-urban roads. De- 
Spite some recent increases in their 
safety budget, Ma’atz’s funds cov- 
ered only 25 per cent of what its 
needs. 

Israel's road maintenance invest- 
ment amounted to just $13 per vehi- 
cle, which is tow by international 
standards, the report said. For ex- 
ample. France invested $72 per ve- 
hicle; Switzerland, $103: and Aus- 
tria, $173. ν 

Recent increase in maintenance 
costs meant that government would 
have to substantially increase bud- 
gets to make the necessary 
improvements. 

The Comptroller concluded that 
the country paid too high a price for 
the government not to give very se- 
rious attention to the road problear.

The State Comptroller gives the 
Postal Authority pretty good marks 
on the improvements it has made in 
mail service since it was founded a 
year ago. But the report warned the 
authority not to be overconfident 
about its ability to make a profit and 
not to raise wages and postal rates 
freely to pay for new facilities. 

The 4,500 workers in the Commu- 
hications Ministry's Postal Services 
were transferred to the new inde- 
pendent authority and promised 
that if they increased efficiency and 
wiped out the debts of the Postal 
Services. which amounted to NIS 14 
million in 1986, they would receive 


grade rises and substantial wage in- 
creases. In fact, on the authority's 
first anniversary, a Dew contract was 
signed granting a 30 per cent in- 
crease and 10 per cent more later 
To help pay for this, the then low 
postal rates were hiked 15 per cent 
in March 1987, 10 per cent more 
several moot later and another 15 
per cent at beginning of this 
month. The authority made a profit 
in its first year. “[But] this," the 
Comptroller pointed out. “is an ex-

Although tiny, the ministry 
disburses large sums of money 
to various groups . While some of 
the money originates in the minis- 
try’s own budget, most comes from 
outside sources -- other government 
ministries, the Jewish Agency and 
charitable donations from abroad. 

Among beneficiary organizations, 
aside from the ministry's own Na- 
tional Council for Research and De- 
velopment, are: Sela, the Israel 
Agency for Exploitation of Space; 
the Institute for Applied Social Re- 
search; the Institute for the Study of 
Contemporary Society; Weizmann 
Science Press; Institute for the 
Study of the Golan; Institute for the 
Study of Sinai and the Gaza District; 
and the Jordan Rift Research and 
Development Project. 

According to the State Conrptrol- 
ler, the Science Ministry bas been 
too lax in keeping its hand on the 
pulsebeat of the various 
organizations. 


According to the Jaw, every gov- 
erament ministry that hands out 
funds must maintain a special com- 
mittee, which includes the ministry's 
own chief accountant, to investigate 
every request for assistance to the 
At the Ministry of Science, there 
is no such committee, the State 
Comptroller found. “Generally, the 
ministry's director-general approves 
requests for financial assistance ... 
We did not find any documents de- 
tailing the reasons for approval or 
Tejection of requests for financial 
assistance." 

Also according to the law, before 
any ministry grants funds to a re- 
questing body, it must consult with 
other government ministries, to co- 
ordinate with them on the relative 
levels of support each ministry 

uld grant. 


“In the Ministry of Science and 
Development,” wrote the Comp- 
troller, “there is nobody coordinat- 
ing the approval of assistance re- 
quests -- and their extent — with 
other ministries, so as to avoid du- 
plication in distribution of funds, 

“What is more, this ministry even 
failed to require the organizations 


. getting assistance to fill out the nec- 


essary forms .... and sometimes, 
when the relationship between the 
ministry and the beneficiary organi- 
zation was supposed to be on a con- 
tractual basis, we could not find any 
Contracts nor even letters of intent. 


Gaps in film censorship 


Despite the existence in the Inte- 
rior Ministry of a censorship board 
for films and public performances, 
the screening of pomographic films 
has been virtually unchecked in re- 
cent years, according to the State 
Comptrolier’s report. 

The report reported a marked re- 
duction in the confiscation of porno- 
graphic films since 1984, as a result 
of the fact that the board devoted 
little effort to seeing that material it 
judged unfit to be seen was actually 
kept off the cinema screens. 

In previous years, when a film was 
confiscated, inspectors found that 


2.1 days to arrive last December. 
The authority also initiated the yel- 
low mail boxes in which the public 
pre-sorts letters sent to an address in 
the same town. This has helped 
speed the mail. International ex- 
press mail was introduced and inter- 
nal express mail was improved. Post 
offices now sell phone tokens, park- 
ing cards, envelopes and stationery. 

But all of these improvements, 
the Comptroller noted, cost rela- 
tively little to implement. What will 
really tax the authority's resources is 
the construction of new post offices 
and the purchase of electronic 
equipment from facsimile machines 
to computers. The authority, the re- 
port said. lacks a long-term deveiop- 
ment budget, which it really needs 
to plan ὦ.

In some 
clinics there is a shortage of equip- 
ment, or equipment that stands un- 
used because of needed repairs. 

In other clinics, the hours of treat- 
ment and those of the attached 
pharmacy do not coincide, causing 
people to make extra trips to the 
clinics and standing on line for long 
periods of time. 

And, the State Comptroller has- 
tened to add, don’t be surprised if 
the pharmacy right in the Kupat Ho- 
lim clinic -- a few metres down the 
halt from the doctor's examination 
room -- does not have in stock the 
drug he has just prescribed. That's 
the way things operate at too many 
of the clinics.

The IBA had itself decided that in 
news programming and at social and 
cultural events no publicity be given 
in broadcasts to any individual or 
organization that wasn’t relevant to 
the story being covered by the re- 
porter. Cameramen were also cau- 
tioned not to focus on signs, name- 
plates and the like. and journalists 
were told not to mention names of 
companies used for illustrative pur- 
poses in a news story. 

These rules have been broken 
from time to time. As legislation for 
Channel Two, which will function as 
a commercial station. became immi- 
nent, the IBA sought to introduce 
an amendment to its own legal 
Status enabling it to broadcast com- 
mercials, but this has not yet been 
implemented. Nonetheless, the 
Tules applying to sponsorship here 
seem to have stretched to accommo- 
date more information than is sup- 
posed to be broadcast in a sponsor- 
ship announcement.

The untouchables: Charges of

The State Comptroller's report 
casts some doubts about the speed 
and efficacy of the police's investiga- 
tiops into complaints of police 
brutality. 

The report raises such issues at a 


dors. The State Comptroller's report 
was prepared independently of 
Adan’s report and is designed as a 


months and one year. In another 15 


cases, between one year and 22 
months elapsed from the event itself 
unti] the file was sent to the State 
Attorney's office for evaluation. 

The report also showed that out of 
the total number of complaints 
against the police, the percentage of 
complaints of police brutality has ris- 
en dramatically over the past seven 
years, from 47.5 per cent of all pub- 
lic complaints in 1980 to 77.1 per 
cent of all complaints in 1987. The 
Comptroller did not indicate wheth- 
er the percentage of complaints 
found to be justified also increased. 

Because of the long delays that 
plagued many of the excessive-force 
investigations, some files were closed 
because they were passed the police's 
three-year statue-of-limitations for 
disciplinary offences, the Comptro}- 
fer found. 


In other cases, the files were sim- 
ply not handled properly. In seven of 
27 cases handled by the National Po- 
lice’s complaints division, no testi- 
mony was taken from either the com- 
plainant or the accused even though 
police regulations say that this 
should be done. 

in the Jerusalem police's com- 


plaint division, 20 testimony was col- 
lected on five files. Because of this, 
the Comptroller said, the files were 
closed for lack of proof. 

In five other cases, the police did 
make sure that a medical exam of the 
complainant was conducted. 


Often ἃ long period of time elapsed 
between the time a complaint was 
issued and the time the investigation 
began. In 18 of 27 cases checked at 
national complaint division, investi- 
gators first began looking into the 
charges between two months and 10 
months from the time the complaint 
was issued. 

Even if the complaint officer found 
the complaint justified, that by no 
means guaranteed that the police- 
man involved would be punished. 
Ninety of 149 officers who were 
found, by the investigating officers, 
to be the objects of a justified com- 
plaint were ultimately acquitted ei- 
ther by a single judge, ἃ disciplinary 
panel, or 2 law court. Another 49 
were fined or censured in some way. 
Two were demoted. Eight were sen- 
fenced in court to either suspended 
sentences, prison terms, or public 
service.

_In 1980, eight years before the 

Sidna Ali Mosque collapsed, killing 
an elderly woman, the Moslem pub- 
lic council responsible for the struc- 
ture declared that it was unstable 
and a danger to public safety. 
_ The tragedy of Sidna Ali high- 
lights a general picture of ineptirude 
and neglect, both on the part of the 
Moslem public councils and govern- 
Ment and official bodies dealing 
with them. 
_ The councils were set up fallow. 
ing the War of Independence to deal 
with property of the Moslem reli- 
gious trust, whose officials had fled. 
The property of the trust had been 
decjared abandoned property, and 
the councils assumed responsibility 
for land and buildings released to 
them by the custodian for aban- 
doned property. The councils. 
often failed to collect rents owed to 
them and the govemment, too, 
failed to transfer funds that should 
have gone to the councils. 

Up to the completion of the 
Comptroller's follow-up, no new 
property had been released to the 
councils and the government had 
not acted on a Religious Affairs 
Ministry recommendation to deter- 
mine policy concerning the Moslem 
teligious trust. 

Though new members had been 
appointed to the councils, to fill the 
places of those who failed to attend 
council meetings, the new members 
also tended to be conspicuous by 
their absence. 

Among the difficulties experi- 
enced by the councils were private 
agreements by some of its members, 
handing over Moslem property to 
private individuals. In one such 
case, the Tel Aviv District Court 
ruled that the owner of a garage 
built on a Moslem cemetery was 
trespassing. He had obtained the 
land a deal with the then sec- 
retary of the council. The secretary 
had already been convicted of fraud. 

As for the Sidna Ali Mosque, the 
property had been entrusted to the 
Ramla council in 1980. Last year the 
council discovered that the Herzliya 
municipality had fenced in part of 
the property, which is adjacent to 
the beach. and made it a commercial

Aid funds check in to 
some doubtful hotels

The misuse of funds for assisting 
ailing hotels had been cited in an 
earlier report by the State Comp- 
ποίας. but that did not deter either 
the Tourism Ministry or the Trea- 
sury from again granting aid to ho- 
tels under construction. The law 
limits such assistance to functioning 
hotels. 

If the Tourism and Finance Minis- 
tries had concluded that uncomplet- 
ed hotels merited aid, the Comptroi- 
ler observed, they should have made 
an announcement to that effect and 
set up an appropriate budget. 

As it was loans amounting to NIS 
2.3 million were given to hotels still 
in the stages of completion. the 
Comptroller found. In one instance, 
$5 million was required to complete 


documentation accompanied the 
chain’s request for funding. Nor was 
the application brought up for dis- 
cussion in committee. Nonetheless, 
in April 1987, the chain received a $1 
million loan. 


Moreover, the repayment terms 
on the chain's loan were far easier 
than those of other hoteliers. The 
repayments.including interest, were 
supposed to be in a lump sum five 
years after receipt of the loan: other 
hoteliers are required to pay off 
their loans in regular instalments 
over an eight-year period. It was 
also agreed that if the chain sold off 
two of its hotels, the million-dollar 
loan would be repaid, prior to the 
five-year grace period, following the 
sale of the second hotel. 

The accountant-general, who sits 
on the loan approval committee to- 
gether with the director-general of

the building of a hotel, for which the 
owner was entitled to receive $2 mil- 
ion in accordance with the general 
loan criteria for hotel investments. 
But in March 1987, the committee 
responsible for the approval of loans 
agreed that this investor should re- 
ceive an additional $1m. from the 
1986 aid budget surplus. The botel, 
however, has still not opened and 10 
per cent of the construction remains 
to be completed. 

Demand for aid was higher than 
usual in 1986, when tourism de- 
clined. The resulting dip in revenues 
forced many hotel owners to turn 
for help from the Ministry of Tour- 
ism. Average anoual hotel occupan- 
cy dropped 3.3 percentage points 


also to an increase in the number of 
botels rooms. All in all it was a bad 
year for hotels, with an overall de- 
cline of 9.4 per cent in foreign tour- 
ists and 8.7 per cent decrease in 
local tourists. 

Pointing to the futility of granting 
aid money to hotels that have little 
or no chance of ὦ the report 
places highlighted one hotel chain — 
unnamed, but known to be the Shiff 
chain — that received millions of dol- 
lars in aid even though its ailing 
condition was widély reported in the 
press. Contrary to the required pro- 
cedure in which all applicants must 
furnish a full financial report to the 
loan approvals committee, n0 such 


the Ministry of Tourism, explained 
to the State Comptroller that last 
April, the chain's cash situation was 
so bad that it could not pay salaries 
and there was a strong likelihood 
the hotels would close altogether. 
To prevent this. the Finance Minis- 
ter had agreed to approve the loan. 

Other hotels also gained from this 
surfeit of generosity. A three-star 
hotel, whose big operational losses 
in 1984-86 had been exaccerbated by 
heavy capital expenditure during 
the period. By the end of 1986, the 
hotel's assets were valued at only 23 
per cent of its debts and it applied 
for financial aid. In March 1987, the 
loan¥approval committee approved 
aid of $235,000, without requiring 
“the hotel owners to increase their 


. capital investment, as required. Nor 


were the owners asked to at least 
prove that they could raise the re- 
maining funds required to eliminate 
the debt, ᾿ 

Last June, this same hote) again 
came up on the committee's agenda. 
and an additional loan of $250,000 
was approved. The second loan was 
conditional on the owners’ coming 
up with a further capital investment 
of $500,000. At the time of the 
Comptroller's report's publication, 
no undertaking to this effect had 
been made by the owners and no 
additional funds at been transferred 
to the hotel.

The Judea and Samaria Civil Ad- 
ministration has failed to enforce 
many traffic laws. leading to wide 
disregard of traffic regulations and a 
rise in car accidents in the West 
Bank, according to the State Comp- 
troller's Report.

Back to Beita 


BEFORE the publication of the official IDF report on the 
tragic events at Beita over a month ago, those events were the 
subject of heated public argument. After more-or-less settling 
that argument, the report itself, or rather its true meaning, has 


The ease with which the report lent itself to divergent 
interpretations may have been partly due to the fact that the 
public has been allowed to read only a portion of its full text. 
Another reason, however, may have been the apparent reluc- 
tance of the authors to give offence to the West Bank settlers, 
and to their political patrons. 

It was thus most apposite for the IDF’s chief of staff, Dan 
Shomron, to have thrown some necessary light on the subject 
in his appearance before the Knesset Foreign Affairs an 
Defence Committee this week. 
rt represented, if nothing else, a complete 
refutation of the settler leaders’ own version of what, in Jewish 
eyes, was the most tragic berg the events. It fully con- 
firmed suggestions made early on by army officers that young 
Tirza Porat had been killed not by an Arab, as the settlers had 
falsely asserted, but, inadvertently by one of the Elon Moreh 
teenage hikers’ own security guards whose gun apparently 
went off when he was hit by a rock. This dashed the settler 
leaders’ hopes of tuming the victim into a ‘patron saint of 
Israel’s territorial expansionism. ἣ 

In no time, however, they were back on their feet, waving 
the report's finding that the main causes of the events, and of 
their tragic outcome, had been the “motivation and aggres- 
siveness of local Arabs.” True, the report also underlined the 
contribution of the organizers’ failure to coordinate the fatal 
hike with the army authorities, and of negligence, carelessness 
and over-eagemess in the use of firearms. But those were, and 
still are, trifling matters to the settler leaders. 

Not to Rav-Aluf Shomron, though. Some Elon Moreh 
settlers, he told the Knesset committee, would have to stand 
trial, if only for denying the hiking teenagers due army protec- 
tion. Justice, he said, must be the same for Jews as for Arabs, 
although in practice, he conceded, the wheels of justice tum 
faster for Arabs than for Jews. Judea and Samaria Arabs, he 
added, are fearful of the Jewish settlers in their midst, and not 
without reason. Judging by the reaction of settler patrons on 
the Knesset committee, these observations stung. 

It is unfortunate, however, that they were made so late in 
the day, and that they should have been, as it were, leaked 
from the committee room rather than stated openly. The chief 
of staff may feel he has done his duty, if he causes some Elon 
Moreh malefactors who did not notify the army of their plans 
for a hike to be put on trial. The village of Beita has already 
received its punishment. Six of its residents have been deport- 
ed to Lebanon for their role in the events, nearly 100 of its

The zygote is the Product of the 
Penetration of the egg (ovum) by 
the sperm cell. However, the tech- 
nique describing the replacing of the 
embryo into the fallopian tube is not 
gute so new, and is usually carried 
Out prior to the formation of the 
zygote, by transferring both egg and 


sperm into the tube simultaneously 
for fertilization to take place then 
and there. 

Under such circumstances the 
Procedure, termed after the name 
common to egg and sperm, the ga- 
mete, is known as gamete intra-fal- 
lopian transfer, its acronym being 
the pleasanter sounding gift.

Haifa, he says, was in fact estab- 
lished some 1.500-2.000 years ago; 
on the site now occupied by the 
Rambam Hospital, on the westem 
shore. It is mentioned in the Talmud 
with a somewhat backhanded com- 
pliment: that citizens of Haifa are 
not qualified to lead a congregation 
in prayer because they don’t differ- 
entiate between the pronunciation 
of “alef™ and “ayin.” 

The Crusader annals also mention. 
Haifa as a city where “Moslems and 
Jews together” resisted them.
